Simultaneously the French have 
made big gains northeast of Noyon 
and are driving the Germans before 


them in the territory between the

Fires Indicate Géneral Withdrawal. 

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, Sept. 
4, (Associated Press.)—The- Germans 
appear to.be burning supplies and 
blowing up ammunition dumps in the 
region’ north of the Oise River and 
east of. the Noyon-Guiscard \ Road. 
Many. conflagrations have been seen 
as far.east as Tergnier, and explosions 
at.Ugny, north of Chauny. 

The French cavalry has reached the 
edge of Guiscard, while the infantry 
has advanced beyond Crisolmes and 
crossed the Noyon-Guiscard road and 
occupied the Autrecourt Wood. 

‘These indications confirm the gen- 
eral impression that the enemy is pre- 
paring for a general retreat south of 
the Somme, toward the line from St. 
Quentin to La Fére. 


WITH THE:AMERICAN ARMY ON 
THE VESLE‘FRONT, Sept. 4, (Asso- 
ciated Press.)—A German withdrawal 
from the ‘Vesle has begun. Combat 
patrols of Americans and French are 
close on their heels to the west of 
Bazoches and eastward to:a point be- 
yond- Fismes. 

Smart machine. gun _ resistance ‘is 
being.encountered. By all indications 
the Germans have withdrawn their 
main bodies to the north, possibly 


‘preparatory to crossing the Aisne. 


Light’ forces of Americans have ad- 
vanced their lines some distance north 
of the Vesle. 

It became more apparent -today’ that 
the Germans had given up the strug- 
gle to maintain a foothold north of the 
Vesle. American and. French artil- 
lery continued their punishing fire 
over an area extending to the Aisne 
without bringing a reply that could be 
compared with it in intensity. 

Machine Gum Nests Reduced. 

The advanced American detachments 
were confronted with the same sort 
of machine gun fire that the Germans 
have used in all other cases recently 
to hold off the opposing forces. while 
making good their retreat. But one 
by one the gun nests were taken by 
assault or forced to retire. 

The withdrawal of the Germans is 
regardéd as a direct’ result of the 
enormous. pressure against their line 
extending north of Soissons. It will 


‘mot ‘bea surprise, however, if a sec- 


ondary resistance for another brief in- 
terval_is made where the line runs 
‘back toward Rheims. 

It.is pointed out that the Germans 
cannot afford to hold there long, since 
the same pressure will be exerted, and 
they cannot afford to leave a salient 
at. that point. .

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY, 
Sept. 4.—The pursuit of the Ger- 
mans on the very wide front astride 
the Bapaume-Cambrai road has nec- 
essarily become considerably slower. 
Since last night the British advance 
guards have reached the line of the 
Canal du Nord in several places. 
They found possible crossings, but 
these are under the concentrated 
fire of many machine guns. 

The canal is still only in course, of 
construction south of the Arras- 
Cambrai road, which means ‘that it 
is an unfinished and. dry -cutting. 
At best it can prove but a tempo- 
rarily defensive line, even if the 
enemy elects to try to make a stand 
there.

Pershing Reports Their Occupa- 
tion of Four Towns and 
Capture of Prisoners.

Between the Ailette and the Aisne 
the French front now makes almost 
a straight line’ from: Leuilly by 
Ternv-Sorny and Braye to Bucy-le- 
Long. The investment of Laffaux, 
on the Chemin des Dames plateau, 
has begun.

At the moment when the French 
Army is full of enthusiasm over the 
great British victories in the north 
and unstinting in its praise of Brit- 
ish Generals and men, it is timely 
to point out that. the honors of this 
happier turn of fortune, whichever 
army may reap them, are the result 
of the united efforts of all the Allies, 
none of whom could stand where 
they do but for the harmony of. their 
efforts, at once continuous and al- 
ternating, so brilliantly planned and 
directed by General Foch. - 

Regard for the dead and living 
alike, for the sacrifice of yesterday 
and the labors which will tomorrow 
yield yet larger fruit, require that 
this should be clearly understood.

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FIRST CHICAGO AIR MAIL 
STARTS THIS MORNING 


Fliers Will Leave Belmont F ield 
at 6 A. M. and Expect to Cover 
Route in Ten Hours. 








The first air mail flight between New 
York and Chicago is scheduled to start 
from Belmont Field at 6 o’clock this 
morning. If the flight proves successful 
the mail plane will arrive in Chicago at 
about 4 P. M., and will return to New 
York with another load of mail on Sept. 
7. About 7,000 pieces of mail. weighing 
about 550 pounds were received at the 
Post Office yesterday for delivery in 
Chicago by post plane. 

According to the program arranged by 
Postmaster Patten and Superintendent 


Norris, the collection of such mail was 
to close at 3-o’clock this morning, after 
which hour the air mail was to be taken 
by train to Belmont Park and loaded 
into the machine. The machine, ac- 
cording to schedule, was to make three 
stops to take or gasoline, at Lock 
Haven, Penn., and Cleveland and Bryan, 
Ohio. . 

The men designated to make the 
flight were Edward V. Gardner, and 
Max Miller, -both instructors in the 
army aviation service. Gardner was 
formerly stationed at Dallas, Tex., and 
Miller at San Diego. 

Postmaster Patten said yesterday that 
the flight would not mean the formal 
inauguration of airplane service between 
New York and Chicago, but merely a 
test upon which the Post Office will be 
able to. determine the practicability of 
such. service. . If. it. proves satisfactory, 
regular 1 service between the two 
cities will be established in the near fut- 


ure. 

The first. flight will be made, accord- 
ing to Mr. Patten, largely to note the 
landmarks and decide’ on the best land- 
ing stations on the route. 

According to the schedule, the ma- 
chine was to travel at! the rate of 100 
miles an hour, making Chicago pragctt- 
eally in half thé time of the fastest 
trains.

PARIS, Sept. 4.—The breach six miles 
wide made by the British in the Dro- 
court-Quéant section of the Hindenburg 
line has allayed any misgivings that 
may have existed here as to whether 
the Allies would not* find this much- 
vaunted system of defense a fatal ob- 
stacle to their immediate progress. It is 
fully realized here that. the Drocourt- 
Quéant sector, which the British 
smashed through in a day, was if. any- 
thing stronger than the Hindenburg line 
itself. 

Whatever may happen further down) 
the line, therefore, French. upinion. re- 
gards as a more or less negligible mat- 
ter. The outstanding fact is that the 
Hindenburg line has been turned from 
the north. British guns actually are 
already enfilading the’ German trenches 
behind the Quéant salient. Douai, 
which positions, captured yesterday, 
were expressly’ intended to protect, is 
under‘the fire of the guns of the British, 
whose troops this morning were within | 
between three and four miles of this: 
great enemy railway centre and steadily 
reducing the stx mes which lay be- 
tween them and Cambrai. 

The wedge which Horne’s and Byng’s 
armies are driving into the heart of the 
German defenses by their simultaneous 
advance on Cambrai along the roads 
from Arras and Bapaume is regarded 
here as the first big nail in the coffin 
of the German invaders in France. It 
is universally believed that British suc- 
cess must speedily lead to a general 
retreat, if not along the whole French 
front, at least. from Flanders to Laon. 

Strength is given to this view chiefly 
by reports this morning of large fires 
burning all the way from the Armen- 
tiéres district to within six miles of 
Lille, the French Manchester, as well 
as in the Bertincourt region, between 
Bapaume nd the Hindenburg line. It, 
is evident that the Germans are destroy- 


sure indication of imminent retreat. 
Similar fires were also observed last 
night on the Vesle east of Soissons, 
which indicated unerringly that the en- 
emy in that region, whom.the Ameri- 
cans had been hammering so merciless- 
ly since his retreat from the Marne, 
also was preparing to throw up the 
sponge as a result of Mangin’s dogged, 
persistent advance toward the eastern 
extremity of the Chernin-des-Dames.

Opinion here is puzzled to find the 
reason. why the great German General 
Staff which for over forty years has 
boasted that it alone knew all the 
secrets of modern strategy, now. stands 
openly confessed as helpless to offer 
any reply to the allied methods.

Ambassador Francis and Consul 
Harris Tell of Successes and Rap- 
idly Growing Anti-Red Armies.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. — President 
Wilson's announced plans for aiding 
Russia and assisting the Czechoslovak 
forces in Central Siberia have now 
reached the point where important de- 
velopments are expected in connection 
with the execution of. the project. ; ' 
Major Gen. William’ S. Graves; who 
sailed from Qglifornia with his staff 
several weeks ago, has arrived at Vladi- 
vostok to assume command of the Amer- 


ican |forces there. General March, as 
Chief of Staff, today received a cable- 
Gan announcing the safe arrival of 

eneral Graves and of forty-three offi- 
cers and 1,888 men who crossed the 
Pacific on the same ship with him, to 
supplement the two regiments of Amer- 
ican regular infantrymen already there. 

General Graves arrived at Vladivostok 
almost simultaneously with the formal 
announcement yesterday of the recogni- 
tion by therUnited States Government 
of the belligerency of the Czechoslovaks 
and of their National Council here as a 
de facto government. President Ma- 
saryk of that Council has submitted to 
the Washington Government .a state- 
ment of the needs of the Czechoslovak 
army in Russia and Siberia, and it is 
expected that action will soon be taken 
on the basis of this information. 

Secretary es official dispatches 
today brought news of further Czecho- 
slovak successes. Ambassador Francis 
reported under date of Aug. 26 from 
Murmansk, in Northern Russia, that 
loyal Russians were flocking to the sup- 
port of the Czechoslovak forces in Eu- 
ropean Russia. An official dispatch 
from the American Legation at Pekin 
brought. word from Americah Cons 
Ha) at Irkutsk that the Czechoslo- 
vaks had “ destrewed ’’’ the Bolshevist 
army east of Lake Baikal. ‘This mes- 
sagc was filed by Consul Harris at 
Irkutsk on Aug, 13 and only covered 
the situation up to that time. 

The dispatch from Consul Harris, 
after stating that the Czechoslovaks had 
‘* destroyed ’’ the Bolshevist Army east 
of Lake Baikal, and that former For- 
eign Minister Sazanoff had been mur- 
dered near Simbirsk, reported the re- 
sults of a trip which the Consul had 
made along the Siberian Railway west- 
ward from Irkutsk. On this journey ‘he 
visited Omsk, a point on the Siberian 
miles west of 
Irkutsk, and Cheliabinsk in the Ural 
region, 800 miles west of Omsk. 

The report received from Ambassador 
Francis contained what was regarded 
as the very significant information thet 
80,000 loyal Russians were operating 
with the Czechoslovak forces in the 
Ekaterinburg district. . The Ambassa- 
dor said his information was obtained 
from a Czechoslovak officer who had 
been sent by the Czechoslovak commander 
at Ekaterinburg at the request of. the 
allied consuls there, to bear news of 
what was going on. ; 

The American Legation at Christiania 
informed the State Department today 
that the Norwegian Chargé d’ Affaires at 
Petrograd had reported to the Norwe- 
gian Foreign Office that he had “just 
spoken to American Vice Consul Imbrie, 
who said he himself, as well as other 
Americans in Moseow and Petrograd, 
were wéll and at liberty.

4 N four years of war, many shines have hap- 
‘ ‘pened in Gfeat Britain that Iam quite sure 
you will be interested in hearing about. 


‘Some: wonderful things have happened 
in advertising, through war conditions, and ] 
want to touch: on some of those things, that 
you may be prepared for the conditions that 
will probably arise. as the war goes on. In the 
last four years the business men of Great Britain 
have learned more concerning the importance 


of building good-will through advertising than. 


they did in forty years preceding the war. 


“Tn considering business conditions in England you 
must: bear in mind that ONE-HALF OF ALL THE 


MEN IN ENGLAND BETWEEN THE AGES OF 


18 AND S51 ARE IN MILITARY OR NAVAL 
SERVICE. That means ONE-THIRD of our entire 
male population, from the infants in the cradle to the 
extremely old. 


“You must bear in mind that 5, 000, 000 British 
women who never worked before have voluntarily gone 
to work to fill the places of men at the front. Hundreds 
of our women are working in factories making TNT— 
a work that ruins the hair and turns the skin yellow— 
thus. sacrificing their beauty for the rest of their lives for 
the sake of Britain and freedom. We have only one busi- 
ness in England and that is to'win the war. We are all 
concentrated on that one thing, even to the boys and girls. 


“You would think under such conditions, with as 
many men in active service, in proportion to population, 
as you would have if you had 18,000,000 men in uniform 


_—you would think under such conditions that retail 


business would be bound to be bad. And yet. business is 
wonderfully good. You American business men are now 
in much the same position‘as were the British business- 


‘men at the end of their first year of war. You are won- 


dering what will be the effect of increasing selective 
service —you are anticipating restrictions on your busi- 
ness—and I want to tell you some of our experiences so 
you can profit by them. 


“The department stores of any country usually reflect 
the state of trade. The profits of the: twelve leading 
London department stores during the period of war 
were as follows: Fiscal year 1914-15, profits $4,950,000; 
1915-16, $4,250,000; 1916-17, $5,575,000. In the Pro- 
vinces the profits of the nine leading stores were: 1914-15, 
$750,000; 1915-16, $945,000; 1916-17, $1,150,000. - 


“In the wholesale trade, the seven largest British houses 
increased their profits from $3,429,000 in 1914-15 to 
$5,885,000 in 1916-17. Inthe grocery trade, our leading 
chain-store firm made a profit of $2,313,755 in 1916-17 
and increased it to $3,736,000 in 1917-18, the latter figure 
being $1,000,000 per annum over their average for the 
previous: five years. Lest you should think this is profit- 
eering, I will tell you that the turn-overs justify such 


-. profits, and further, the British Government has re- 


cently declared there was no profiteering. ‘Trade is good, 
abnormally good in England, because never before in its 
history have there been so many workers per thousand 


~ population—never before has the wealth of the country 


been so evenly distributed. 


“The experience of Britain’s retail stores contains an 
object lesson which should not be lost on the business 
men of America. During the first few months of the 
war, many stores cut down their advertising. But Self- 


ridge did not. He did not skipa single day. He used 
all the space the papers would allow him to use and has 


continued to do so. The result was that Selfridge’s 
profits during the first year of the war were $573,000; 
during the second, $750,000, and during the third year, 
$1,125,000. 


‘Another London store, much larger than Selfridge’s 
at the start of the war, decided to cut down its advertis- 


ing, and did so until they saw their mistake,and the re- , 


sult is shown in their returns. This store’s profits for the 
first year of the war were $1,546,000; for the second 
year, $1,000,000; and for the third year, $1,175,000. 
From fourth or fifth place among London stores, in 
volume of business and profits, at the start of. the war, 
Selfridge has climbed to SECOND place as the result of 


his continuous advertising, and he would be FIRST .- 


today, had not the war prevented building additions to 
his store. 


“British manufacturers who have not a dollar’s worth 
of merchandise to sell, whose entire plants are employed 


on Government work, are keeping their advertising 


continuously before the public, because while they are 
perfectly willing to turn their profits over to the Gov- 
ernment, while they are perfectly willing for the sake 


of winning the war to have their factories comman- 


deered and their normal business completely stopped, 
yet'they are not willing to sacrifice their good-will; 


_ they are not willing to have their names or their 


products forgotten. 


“And so they continue their advertising, continue 
building their good-will, so that when the war shall be 


_ won there will be an immediate demand for the billions 


of dollars’ worth of merchandise that their greatly en- 
larged factories will then turn out. 


“This is a time when every manufacturer, every kai. 


ness man, should look far ahead. Good-will cannot be built ° 


in a day, even by advertising. The war will not last al- 
ways. We have all seen the mistake of being unprepared 
for war; it is almost as great and serious.a mistake to be 


UNPREPARED FOR PEACE. 


‘What are you going to do with your acres and acres 
of enlarged factory space now employed in the making 
of War Products all over America, if you don’t build good- 
will now for the goods you are going to make when the 
war is won? How are you going to keep the smoke com- 
ing out of your factory chimneys after peace is declared, 
if you don’t keep your name constantly before the public 


now, and build a demand for your peeoe tine products | 


that will insure a satisfactory business the minute you 
stop making munitions or other war supplies? 

“The war has taught the manufacturers and’ business 
men of Britain that advertising is not only the least 
expensive way to sell goods, but that it also has the far 
more important function of BUILDING GOOD-WILL 
—a good-will whose benefits, especially in critical times, 
can hardly be measured. British business. men have also 
learned that advertising can be-used in time of war to stop 
the sale of their goods, and at the same time retain and 
even increase the. good-will of the public.. -In a few. cases 
British corporations have realized when it was too. late, 


and after irrevocable damage was done, that advertising 
would have saved them. 


“Moreover, you Americans must not forget your op- 
portunities for foreign trade. Millions of people in. 
Great Britain and France and Italy and Central.and South 
America will be looking to you for American-made goods 
when the war is over. Those of you who are best pre- | 
pared, those of you whose good-will is most firmly es- 
tablished, will reap the greatest benefit. 


_‘‘From: the: outbreak of the war British business 
men clearly recognized their duty to their country 
and its fighting men. It was essential that they should 
strain every nerve to keep the trade of the country 
as near normal as possible during the war and it is 
just.as essential that when peace comes they must:be — 
prepared to keep every factory working at fall 
pressure and to find employment for every employ- 
able unit. It is only by such methods that Britain can 
pay for her share of the war. 


‘‘No nation stands to gain as much commercially from 
the war as does America. In Great Britain the per capita 
income is $236, and the per capita debt $589; in the 
United States your per capita income is $352, and your 
per.capita debt is $63. ; 


“‘As you gentlemen know, I have bok interested ‘in 
fostering Anglo-American trade for many years. And I 
want to warn your manufacturing and export houses that 
NOW is the time to prepare for peace. I find a tendency 
here to neglect preparations for export trade until peace 
has been declared. There could not be a greater mistake. 
Now is not the time to export, but most emphatically 
now IS the time to lay your plans and build good-will. 


‘Through a long experience with Anglo-American 


trade I know that most ofthe failures made by British 


houses exporting to this country and of American houses 
exporting to Great Britain, have come about through the 
lack of adequately understanding the temperaments of the 
public in the two countries. 


“These are times of rapid. and tremendous change. 
No man can rest on his laurels. Those who were 
leaders last year, those who are leaders now in their 
respective business lines, may. be surpassed next year by 


‘far-seeing, efficient an¢ THOROUGHLY PREPARED : 


competitors who have laid their plans « long way 


in advance.”

blind. The attack was abusive, as ig 
usual with Mr. SHERMAN’Ss utterances. 
The country will not like his,.picture 
of the President beating his ‘‘pharisai- 
cal bosom,’’ even though he was care* 
ful to avoid the use of the President’s 
name—an ostrich-like device. 

Mr. SHERMAN. knows perfectly well 
that Mr. WILson is not planning an 
autocracy; he knows equally well 
that, if Mr.- WiILson were secretly 
planning to turn the country over to 
socialism, the people would not let 
him; he knows that this is not the 
reason why we entered the war; but 
he thinks that enough dull or vicious 
minds will believe him to produce the 
effect he desires. He knows that he 
will produce an entirely different ef- 
fect on other classes of minds, for he 
says: 

I know the answer to this. My re- 
ward will be the mendacious charge 
that I am embarrassing the Adminis- 
tration in its conduct of the war. 

He does indeed know it, because that 
answer has been made to him before. 
It will be made to him whenever he 
makes another speech of the. same 
kind. It will be made whenever he 
seeks to incite discontent in any class 
of Americans, as he did over a year 

ago, when he said:

When we bought into 
a bankrupt concern, if stories from

A year ago he was trying to frighten. 
us by telling us that we had ‘‘ bought 
into a bankrupt concern.””

In Manhattan he was beaten nearly 
4 to 1. His chances as an intruder 
and independent would not be reck- 
oned at better than one to five or six 
by any expert layer of odds. The 
Manhattan vote for him and Mr. 
WHITMAN was less than 31,000.° In 
the elections of 1917, a dull year of 
State politics, Mr. Lewis, as the Re- 
publican candidate for Attorney Gen- 
eral, got nearly 71,000 votes in this 
county. So deep is the enthusiasm 
that drives voters to the primaries. 
In Brooklyn, a fast-growing borough 
where the ingrained habit of inde- 
pendent voting grows also, Mr. Lewis 
got 15,200 votes to Mr. WHITMAN’s 
27,6381. 

The Brooklyn tendency “is even 
more conspicuously Hlustrated in the 
case of Mr. WILLIAM M. BENNETT, 
anti-machine candidate for Lieutetiant 
Governor. He actually carried Brook- 


lyn by ‘‘a handsome majority,’’ and 


Mr. Heacock, another candidate off 
his own bat, got 2,144 votes in 
Brooklyn. Irrespective of the merits 
or- fortunes of particular‘ candidatés, 
these evidences of the waxing spirit 
of the independent voter, numerous in 
the face of sure defeat, are of high 
encouragement. Significant, too, is 
the fact that Mr. BecKmr, the Dep- 
uty Attorney General who has done 
such admirable work for the detec- 
tion and punishment of Boloism, was 
less than 800 votes behind his suc- 
cessful opponent in Brooklyn. In the 
five boroughs he was less than 12,000 
behind. : 

The total vote of WHrrmMaNn and 
Lewis in the five boroughs was 
91,340. The number of women en- 
rolled in the five boroughs was 96,479. 
Who stayed away? Who went? 

In the five boroughs Mr. Lewis got 
25,262 to Mr. WuiTman’s 66,078. In 
the whole State he got, with 627 elec- 
tion districts missing, 103,398 to Mr. 
Wuirman’s 248,866. In 1917, a year 
ago, Mr. Lewis got 676,881 votes. 
About 400,000 male Republicans ab- 
stained. Making all allowances for 
military and naval absences, the vote 
was thin; and, alas! it is a mel- 
ancholy fact that the independents are 
the most habitual abstainers. The 
hide-bound machinist is as regular as 
his vote. 

The psychological influence of the 
known fact that the contest. was de- 
cided before it was begun counts a 
good deal. In view of the rigged pri-’ 
mary, of Mr. WuHiTMaNn's politic flir- 
tations with prohibition and woman 
suffrage, Mr. Lewis has reason to be 
proud. He is a young man. He has 
been a remarkably effective Attorney 
General, and has rendered fruitful 
service to the country as well as the 
State. He is an advocate of party 
responsibility. He believes that the 
Anti-Saloon League and the Governor 
shouldn’t foist Federal prohibition 
upon the State before the opinion of 
the people has been consulted. Mr. 
Lewis should have a distinguished 
future, if his unfortunate attachment 
to principles doesn’t cripple him.

At the: dinner in-London upon. the 
conclusion of the deliberations of the 
Allied Maritime: Transport Council, 
Lord Ropert Crciu ‘made a plea for 
the pooling ofall the resources of the 
Western Allies and for unified control 
of them to win the war. -There is 
unified command of troops in the 
field; why not apply the principle to 
supplies and equipment of all kinds 
used by the armies and to economic 
conditions in the allied countries? The 
proposal seems eminently sensible, but 
it is to be regretted that the British 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs dealt in' generalities. Evident- 
ly he thinks that something is wrong 
in the machinery. of collection, appro- 
priafion, and distribution, but .why 
was he'not explicit? One has to grope 
for: his meaning, and it is elusive. 
There seems to be a clue in this-re- 
mark: ; 

In order to feed our armies, apart 
from our civil population, we have 
got. to pool our resources, we must 
bring together the. whole economic 
strength of our- allies. The accom- 
plishment of that task‘ is not easy.

A reference to the comparatively 
greater sufferings of the French, the 
Italians, and the Belgians in the war 
would seem to place the responsibility 
of the something that is wrong upon 
Great Britain and America.

A Food Council and a Muni- 
tions Council, working in‘ Great’ Brit- 
ain and France, are an*extension of 
the idea;.but in Lord Rosert’s opinion 
a good deal remains to-be dotie before 
the economic forces of the Allies do 
their bit in the war as well as .the 
fighting forces directed’ by Marshal 
Focn. The Under Secretary, of For- 
eign Affairs wants to see the économic 
forces brought under. unified .com- 
mand. Shall .it be through the me- 
dium of an Economic Council like the 
War Council at Versailles? Obviously 
no one man can carry out Lord 
RoBEerRT CECIL’s idea. It is~arresting, 
appealing, but why does he not furnish 
particulars and a solution?

For’ reasons not at all mysterious, 
though it has been a good many years 
since the Kaiser. ceasci to. be a 
youth, and though he. was a grand- 
father long before the war began, until 
then.we had all thought of him as 
young. His‘ mistakes and ‘his follies 
gave that impression, and so did his 
achievements, the wide diversity of 
his interests and the wider diversity of 
his pretensions. As is the wont of the 
immature, he has always known with 
utter certainty a vast number of things 
that weren’t so, and on innumerable oc- 
casions he has acted on such knowledge, 
occasionally to the enraging, and more 
often-to the amusing, of the attentive 
observers of his. career scattered all over 
the world, or nearly.

The declaration of the British Govern- 
ment in favor of the establishment in 
Palestine of a national home for the 
Jewish people was issued Nov. 2, 1917, 
and was made in: recognition of the 
work in that direction which has been 
done by the Zionist organization for 
the last twenty years. It approved the 
Program of the’ movement as devised 
and adopted at the Fst .Zionist Con- 
gress, held under’ the leadership of 
Theodore Herzl in 1897 at Basle. This 
declaration has since been approved by- 
France, Italy, Serbia, and Greece, and 
has been ‘greeted with approval by the 
Pope. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of 
the English Zionist Federation and a 
distinguished scientist in the service of 
the British Government, was appointed 
by the. latter. as head of the 
Zionist commission to. Palestine to 
make a survey for the future permanent 
development of the land in harmonious 
relationship with neighbors and allied 
interests. The commission’ has, through- 
out its work, received‘ the fullest sup- 
port of the Zionist -organization of

DELAY DRY BILL. 


Bankhead Proposes Government 
Purchase of Spirits in Bond July 1. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Final action 
on the bill providing for national pro- 
hibition after July 1, 1919, and con- 
tinuing until the demobilization of the 
American troops has bee: completed 
after the war, failed again today in the 
Senate, owing to the introduction of 
amendments to the $12,000,000 Emergen- 
cy Agricultural Appropriation bill, to 
which the prohibition legislation is at- 
tached, 

An amendment providing for the pur- 
chase by the Government of all distilled 
spirits held in bond on July 1, at’a price 
to be fixed by a commission appointed 
by the President, was introduced today 
by Senator Bankhead of Alabama. Un- 
der its provisions the commission would 
fix the value of such spirits and report 
to Congress through the Secretary of 
the Treasury. If Congress held the val= 
uation to be fair, the Government would 
pay the owners for such liquors in cash 
or Government bonds. The amendment 
was not taken up. 

Senator Walsh of Montana offered an 
amendment appropriating $20,000,000 to 
be lent to farmers in drought stricken 
districts for the purchase of seed. his 
was rejected. but another, by Senator 
Jones of New Mexico, authorizing the 

ar Finance Corporation ‘to make , te 
to banks in such districts so that finan- 
cial assistance could be given to farm- 
ers, was accepted. 

The Senate, by unanimous vote, at- 
tached as a rider to the Agricultural 
bill an amendment designed to prevent 
rent profiteering in the District of Co- 
lumbia. It provides for the appointment 
of a rent administrator to determine the 
fairness of rents now being charged. 


TO BRING BACK OUR DEAD. 


Burials in France During War. Will 
Be Only Temporary. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Americans 
who lose their lives in the war abroad 
will be buried there only temporarily. : 
Where identification is possible, the 
bodies will be placed in marked graves, 
to be taken up when the war is over 
and brought home. .This plan of the 
War Department was disclosed today by 
the publication of articles of agreemént 
between the army and navy regarding 
‘the transportation of sick and wounded 
from overseas. A section of the agree- 
ment says: . 

“The remains of all officers, enlisted 
men, and civilian employes who shave 
died or. will hereafter die in France’shall 
be buried in France until the end of the 
war, when the remains shall-be brought 
back to the United States for final in- 
terment. Such cemeterial facilities as 
the army may have acquired in ance 
snali be available to the navy. .

- WASHINGTON, Sept. 4,—President 
Wilson has affirmed the action of the 
military. courts-martial in the so-called 
Washington and Tillman cases; growing 
out of the Houston race riots a year ago, 
during which riotous negro-soldiers par- 
ticipated in episodes which caused the 
deaths of fifteen persons. 

Fifty-five persons were involved in the 
court-martial proceedings. Death sen- 
tences. were ‘imposed on sixteen soldiers 
by the: court, thirty-six were sentenced 
to imprisonment, and three were ac- 
quitted. President Wilson affirms the 
death sentences which the military 
courts imposed on six of the soldiers and 
commuted the other ten sentences to lifes 
imprisonment. In announcing the Pres- 
ident’s action today, the War Depart- 
ment authorized the publication of a 
statement in explanation of his action 
which the President has filed with the 
Adjutant General of the army. 

“TI file this memorandum with ‘the 
Adjutant General of the army,’ said 
the President’s statement, ‘‘in order 
that the basis of my action may be a 
matter of record. : 

**On the 23d of August, 1917, the so- 
called ‘Houston riot took place. A muti- 
nous and riotous group of saldiers par- 
ticipated in the affairs, causing in all 
the deaths of fifteen‘ persons and the 
serious wounding of twelve others, many 
of whom were innocent bystanuers, and 
all of whom were peaceably disposed 
eivilians of the City of Houston. 

“Very searching and thorough inves- 
tigations were made into. the riot,’ its 
cause, and the actions of the persons 
who participated, with the result that 
three groups of soldiers were tried by 
court-martial, the cases being known, 
respectively, as the Nesbit, the Wash- 
ington, and the Tillman cases. The rec- 
ords of these trials have been carefully 
examined ne the Judge Advocate Gén- 
eral and the Secretary of War, and 
they disclose that in each instance the 
court was properly constituted, was 
composed of officers of experience and 
sobriety of judgment, and that the 
rights of defendants were surrounded at 
every point by those safeguards which 
a humane administration of the law ac- 
cords to those charged with ave of- 
fenses. No legal errors, prejudicing the 
rights of the accused, have been found; 
indeed, the seriousness of the cases 
appears to have challenged the atten- 
tion of the military authorities from the 
outset and extraordinary precautions 
wae taken to insure the fairness of the 
trials. \ : 

‘The Nesbit case was first tried. It 
resulted in the acquittal of five defen- 
dants and the conviction of the remain- 
der, with four sentenced to brief terms 
of imprisonment, forty-one senteneed to 
life imprisonment, and thirteen to death. 

hese death sentences were reviewed by 
the Commanding General of the South- 
ern Department and executed, 

‘Later the Washington and Tillman 
cases proceeded to trial, involving alto- 
ether fifty-five persons, and resulting 
n death sentences imposed upon six- 
teen and imprisonment. upon the re- 
mainder for various terms of years, ex- 
cept as to three in. the Tillman. case, 
two of whom were acquitted, and as to 
one of 
missed. 

‘‘'The review which’ I. have been called 


‘upon to make, therefore, involves death 


penalties imposed upon sixteen. persons. 
Of these’ I have affirmed. six,, because 
the persons involved were found, guilty 
by plain evidence of having, deliberately, 
under circumstances of shocking. bru- 
tality, murdered designated and peace- 
ably disposed civilians.

Hberties 
of the poops: and -when. soldiers, for- 
getting their obligations, break over the 
restraints» of: discipline and become -a 
riotous and mutinous -mob, the very 
fountiations of order‘are shaken. When 

eaceably disposed and innocent ‘ceivil- 
ans are the victims of this sort of riot 
a stern redress of their wron is the 
surest protection of society against their 
recurrence. 

‘*J, therefore, find that the action 
taken by the Commanding General of 
the Southern Department was legal and 
justified: by the record, and direct the 
execution of the sentences in the six 
cases above referred to..° I commute

LIFE UNDERWRITERS MEET. 


First International Convention Is 


Held at Hotel Astor. 


Nearly 2,000 delegates gathered yes- 
terday at the Hotel Astor for the first 
international convention of life insur- 
ance underwriters of the United States 
and Canada. The organizations repre- 
sented were the National Association of 
Life Underwriters, and the Life Under- 
writers’ Association of Canada. Law- 
rence Priddy of New York, President of 
the National Association, presided. Orra 
S. Rogers, .President of the local asso- 
ciation of underwriters,. welcomed the 
visitors, responses being made by J. T. 
Wilson, President of the Canadian As- 
sociation, ‘and President Priddy of the 
National body. 

At the afternoon session held in the 
Grand Ballroom of the hotel, Clarence 
Ausley, Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, who spoke in place of President 
Wilson, declared that this country had 
not contributed so heavily of its man 
power as had.Great Britain and Canada 
in the early years of the war. He called 
for a peace of unconditional surrender 
as the only kind of peace acceptable to 
the péople of the United States. 

Dr. orge E. Vincent, President of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, traced the 
growth of life insurance during the last 
fifty; years, and turning .to education, 
said’that formerly the training of Amer- 
ican youth was along individualistic 
lines. By this, he explained, he meant 
that every effort was bent to empha- 
sizing the individual in thought and ac- 
tion. Herbert C. Cox, President of the 
Life Officers’ Association of Canada, 
had as his subject ‘‘ Shortcomings With- 
in and Without.’’ Last night a recep- 
don was given in the hotel to delegates, 
alternates, invited guests, and _ their 
families.

WASHINGTON, Sept.. . 4.—General 
Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff of the 
army, announced today that up to Aug. 
31 the number of American troops em- 
barked for all fronts, including Siberia, 
Italy, England,. and France is “ past 
the 1,600,000 mark."’’ i 

Although General March did not say 
so, it’ is known that the accelerated 
movement of troops. to France is con- 
tinuous and that the War Department 
is moving men overseas ag rapidly as it 
can find transports for them. General 
March made it plain today that more 
than 250,000 men had been sent to 
France. in August, and the number 
placed there that/month almost equaled 
the record of 285,000 landed in France in 
one previous month. % 

General March was asked for confir- 
mation of the press report from London 
that 260,000 American soldiers - had 
‘‘ landed "’ in France in August. 

“*I give out the statements indicating 
the embarkations,” replied the General, 
‘“‘and, of course, they are the only fig- 
ures that I can vouch for myself. A 
ship gets out on the high seas and it 
may be submarined, and we have then 
to verify the losses and subtract them 
from the number embarked to get the 
number landed. Then we .have men 
landed in British ports that pass 
through England. Some of these may 
become sick and their organizations land 
in France without them, so that the 
number of men that land in France will 
not be the same as the number of men 
embarked from tne United States, until 
a ¢ertain time has elapsed and those cas- 
uals rejoin their organizations. The fact 
of the matter is that as far as we can 
estimate it, the number of 250,000 is 
short. We have actually landed in 
France more than that.’’ 


285,000 in Biggest Month. 


“ What,” General’ March was asked, - 
‘is the largest number’ of men, landed 
for any month?”’ 

** We do not get an exact number of the 
men landing in France,” he replied, , 
‘so anything I say would be an esti- 
mate, but as far as we can estimate, 
we have gone as high as 285,000 men.”’ 

General March today revealed that two 
American army divisions were’ taking a 
prominent part in the present fighting 
on the western front. The 30th National 
Guard Division has ‘been participating 
in the campaign in Flanders, where the 
withdrawal of the Germans, under allied 
pressure, has straightened. out the 
Flanders salient. The 82d National 
Guard Division has been fighting with 
the French north of Soissons and is 
the ‘division which captured Juvigny 
and Terny-Sorny. This division has 
previously taken part in the campaign 
between the Marne and the Vesle and 
is composed of troops from Michigan 
and Wisconsin, _. age 

The 30th Division in Flanders is formed 
of National Guard units from Tennessee 
and the, Carolinas, and was trained at 
Camp Sevier, Greenville, S. C. 

‘‘ The last time I talked to you,’’ said 
General March, ‘‘on last Wednesday, 
the British and French were fighting 
along a _ sixty-mile front, from the 
Scarpe to the Oise. The British, during 
this fighting, met with the principal re- 
sistance, but fought their way through 
the lines, while with the French the 
action of the enemy in front of the 
French line was more or less of a Ten, 
tirement forced by the’ British successes 
further north. 

‘‘The French advanced south of the 
Somme so quietly on a twenty-five-mile 
front that they gained from five to six 
miles in one day-—last Wednesday. At 
that point along the Canal du Nord the 
Germans tried to“hold the French with- 
out complete success. The French 
crossed the canal at several places, and 
near Noyon have advanced more than a 
mile beyond it. ‘ 

‘‘The Somme River has been crogsed 
by the British, resu'ting in the captyre 
of Péronne and considerable gains nortn 
of it. In the sector east of Arras Cana- 
dians troops have driven straight for- 
ward across the Hindenburg line, across 
the so-called Drocourt-Quéant switch, 
on an eight-mile front, and have reached

FIGHT TO KEEP MALVY'S 
STATUS AS A DEPUTY 


French Chamber te Decide 
Whether Banished Ex-Minister 
Is to be Expelled.

PARIS, Sept. 4.—When the. French 
Chamber meets again tomorrow after a 
holiday of a month’s duration, the most 
interesting problem it will be-required 
to solve will be as to whether ex- 
Minister Malvy, sentenced to banish} 
ment, can claim to remain a member of 
the House and continue to exercise 
rights as a Deputy? 

Malvy’s case is absolutely without 
precedent in French parliamentary law. 
He was condemned, it will be remem- 
bered, to five years’ banishment, which 
in the ordinary course would involve de- 
privation of all his civil rights and ren- 
der him incapable of sitting as a Deputy, 
taking an oath as a witness, acting as 
a guardian of children, xoting or holding 
any public office. 

The High Court, however, expressly 
stipulated that the sentence should not 
involve civic degradation, The. question 
is whether the Judges meant by this 
ben he should retain his parliamentary 
ri as a Deputy. 

Paul Derouléde, who was banished for 
a political crime in 1900, was continued 
as ‘‘ absent” on the division lists of the 
chamber for several months, and it was 
not until the following year that he was 
formally expelled from the ouse. 
Owing to the form of the judgment by 
the High Court, however, Malvy’s case 
is quite different. 

A decision as to what course is to be 
taken rests entirely in the hands of the 
Chamber, which will, probably after re- 
ceiving formal knowledge of the facts, 
appoint a special committee to consider 
the case. This committee will have a 
choice of ‘ne courses, any of which it 
may recommend to the Chamber for 
adoption. 

It may advise that Malvy be simply 
expelled —_ the House or that he 
maintain technical status as a 
Deputy, but be prohibited from exercis- 
ing h s functions as such during the 
period of his .banishment. A third 
course open to the committee would be 
to recommend that he be allowed to 
come to Paris ge 3 the: parliamentary 
sessions to fulfill his duties as a mem- 
ber of the House, in which case the rec- 
ommendation would certainly be opposed 
y the Government, which has the duty 
of seeing that the sentence of banish- 
ment imposed by’ the high court is 
carried out. A fourth course would be 
for the cenabeiiales to recommend that 
the whole question be referred to the 
high court and leave it to that sov-

From 1910 to 
1915. he was in the United States Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service as 
assistant director of the’ United States 
Leprosy Investigation Station in Hawaii, 
diu ue is acurediied wiin the duscovel y 
of the leprosy germ in 1909, . which 
achievement revolutionized the - further 
research work in leprosy. Mr. Clegg 
was bacteriologist of the United States 
Public Health Service in San Francisco 
from 1916 to 1917, aud at the time of 
his death was superintendent of Queen’s 
Hospital in Honolulu. 

‘Mr. Clegg was a member of the Far 
Bas tern Society of Tropicai Medicine, 
Philippine Island Medical Association, 
and Honolulu Medical Society.

BARON FORREST DIES AT SEA 


Australian Statesman and Explorer 
Was on a Voyage to , England. 

MELBOURNE, Sept. 4.—Baron For- 
rest, three times Treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth of Australia, has died at sea 


while on a voyage from Australia to 
England. 


Baron Forrest was born in Western 
Australia in 1847. Between 1869 and

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RISE IN COTTON 


Baruch Announces That a Spe- 
cial Committee Will Consider 
Stabilization Plans. 


MEMBERS TO VISIT SOUTH 


Chairman Indicates That Price Fix- 
Ing May Be Imperative—War 
Council Suggests Action. 


dustriés Board is soon to appoint a com- 
mittee to consider the desirability and 


feasibility of effecting a stabilization of 
cotton prices and other matters con- 
nected with handling the crop. This 
Was announced tonight by hairman 
Baruch. 

“The announcement of another short 
crop of cotton,’’ said Mr. Baruch’s state- 
ment, ‘‘ raises In acute form the problem 
of satisfying the needs of the nation as 
well as those of the Allies and of se- 
curing an equitable distribution for the 

urpose-of winning the war. Involved 
fh the distribution is the problem of 
bringing about ‘a reasonable stabiliza- 
tion of prices in the interest of both the 
pnoducer and consumer.”’ 

Mr. Baruch —— bese os a 
appointed wou study e pre 
cotton situation, the problems of distri- 
bution, the marketing of low grade cot- 
tons, an@ the desirability and feasibility 
of effecting a stabilization of prices. 

The committee will begin activities as 
soon as possible, and will hold hearings 
at convenient points in the cotton pro- 
ducing States and at such other places 
as may be found necessary so that in- 
terested parties may present their views. 

Announcement by the Department of 
Agriculture yesterday that the severe 
drought in'July and August had reduced 
the production forecast from 15,235,000 
equivalent 500-pound bales, as of June 
25, to 11,137,000 bales, as of ug. 25, 
was responsible for the board’s decision, 
which was understood to have been ap- 
proved by the War Council. 

After the department’s forecast was 
made public the price of cotton went up 
more than $10 a bale on the principal 
Cotton Exchanges of the country, and 
the advance was largely maintained to- 


day. - 

Propessis to fix the price of raw 
cotton have been advanced from time to 
time since the Government undertook 
voluntary price fixing with representa- 
tives of various industries, but strong 
opposition has been offered by_ repre- 
sentatives of cotton growers and mem- 
bers ,of Congress from cotton growing 
States.

This was due to strong cables 
rom Liverpool, where the market was 
unusually strong, advancing 47, to 55 

oints right at the beginning of trading. 
While during the early trading there 
was good buying by Liverpool and Wall 
Street interests, later in the day there 
was heavy hedge selling and the market 
declined about paints below Tuesday’s 
final quotations and more than $5 a 
bale under the highest sales on the 
opening call. 

The early break brought October con- 
tracts to 3,500 and January contracts 
down to 34.75. During the early after- 
noon the market was quiet and fluctua- 
tions were irregular. Sentiment seemed 
to be greatly mixed. The market broke 
again in the last hour under increased 
Southern selling, which uncovered stop 
loss orders on the long side. October 
touched 34.92 and January at 34.15. 

The market closed barely steady, with 
October showing a net loss of 113 points 
for the day and December contracts a 
loss of 115 points.

Weather Has Been Against Best 
Results, but Pig Iron Production 
Continues at High Level. 


The question of adequate labor and of 
prices for particular products which will 
bring a satisfactory profit to small 
producers are receiving much attention 
in the steel and iron trade. A conference 
on prices is scheduled for Sept. 18 at 
Washington between the General Com- 
mittee of steel makers and the War In- 
dustries Board, which will be preceded 
by various meetings between steel men. 

In respect to production, reports from 
manufacturing centres indicate that the 
mill men are straining every nerve to 
expand the output. The weather has 


been somewhat against the best results, 
but pig‘ iron making, the basis for all 
steel making, continues at a high level.

OBJECTOR GETS 20 YEARS. 


Ten Years Each for Two Army De- 
serters at Camp Upton. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMP UPTON, L. I., Sept. 4.—Three 
New York draft men were dishonor- 
ably discharged from the service today 
and sent to prison. 

Michael McNamara of 238 Twenty- 
fourth Street, Brooklyn, a conscientious 
objector, was sentenced to serve twentw 
years. He refused to sign his induc- 
tion papers or a receipt for his mess kit 
and bedding. He was represent at 
the court martial by a member of the 
Bureau of Legal First Aid, whose office 
in New York was raided recently. Mc- 
Namara’s parents died in Ireland when 
he was 4 years old and he came to this 
country with Italian foster parents. He 
did not learn his real name until. four 
years ago. He refused absolutely to take 
advantage of the concessions made toy} 
conscientious objectors in the army. 

Canio Maffucci, of 688 Gates Avenue, 
Brooklyn, who was found guilty of de- 
sertion and sent to prison for ten years, 
was absent from camp three months and 
was working as a shoemaker when ar- 
rested. The fact that he deserted ten 


days after his induction and was of low 
mentality was the reason he received 
half the usual sentence. 

Robert Willram Foster, of 830 Lexing- 
ton Avenue, Manhattan, the other de- 
serter, also received ten years. He was 
absent from camp for two months. He 
was at his home in civilian 
clothes. He was shown leniency, be- 
cause he pleaded he had intended re- 
turning to camp.

| MAIL THE GREAT DESIRE 
OF MEN AT THE FRONT| 


Congressman Siegel Finds Choe- 
olate, Cigarettes, and Prompt 
Pay Also Longed For. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Sept. 4.— 
Among 471 passengers who arrived here 
today from’ France was Congressman 
Isaac Siegel of the Twentieth District 
of New Youk City. He spent five weeks 
in France at the American front. He 
said American soldiers wanted to get 
their mail and to be able to communi- 
cate «with their folk at home more than 
anything else. The mail arrangements 
in France had improved very much re- 
cently, the Congressman said, and as an 
filustration he pointed to the fact that 
there were 6,000,000 letters on his ship 
from soldiers to their families in this 
country. Some of them were dated as 
late as Aug. 23. This was in addition 
to the ordinary French mail carried by 
the liner. 

He also brought with him 550 slips 
containing addresses of families in New 
York and other cities which he had re- 
ceived from soldiers at the front, and 
had promised to send cards on his ar- 
rival to let the families know that their 
soldiers were well. 

The Congressman did not know that 
he had been indorsed by both parties in 
his district, where he is to run against 
Morris Hillquit, the Socialist, until he 
arrived today. 

er my arrival in France on July 
16,’ He said, ‘I devoted my time to in- 
terviewing. army officers from Genéral 
Pershing down in an effort to speed up 
the handling of the soldier mail in 
France both outward and inward bound. 
A postal regiment is being formed which 
will be composed of men who under- 
stand Post Office practice in the United 
States. It will be under command of 
Colonel Howe, who has been in France 
since March. One development will be 
the landing of army mails at four 
French ports instead of at one port as 
heretofore.’’ 

“The American soldiers want more 
cigarettes and more chocolate, a quicker 
settlement of the war allowance to their 
families and quicker payment to them- 
selves in France. The morale of the

66 SHIPS TURNED OUT | 
HERE DURING AUGUST |. 


With Total of 340,145 Tons, 
They Exceeded All Previous Rec- 
ords for Monthly Production. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Delivery of 
merch&nt ships by American shipyards 
in August exceeded all previous records 
for this country, Chairman Hurley of 
the Shipping Board was advised today 
by Charles M. SchWab, Director Gen- 
eral of the Emergency Fleet Corpora- 


| tion. Sixty-six ships, aggregating 340,- 


145 deadweight tons, were turned out. 

Forty-four of the ships of an aggre- 
gate deadweight tonnage of 260,645 were 
steel and the remaining twenty-two were 
wooden or composite. A 

The August. production of American 
yards was a world record, Shipping 
Board officials said, the. previous 
monthly record of 295,911 deadweight 
tons having been made by British yards} ° 
last June. 

Completion of the sixty-six. ships, it 
was said, will permit the return to the 
coastwise and South American trades 
of some of the fast vessels that recently 
were transferred to Transatlantic serv- 
ice to meet war demands. 

August deliveries put the total ton- 
nage built for the Shipping Board be- 
yond the 2,000,000 mark. The first mil- 
lion tons was delivered in May, and the 
total production to Sept. 1 was 2,019,489 
deadweight tons. 

Increased deliveries by American 
yards, added to those of the allied coun- 
tries, place near construction well 
ahead of destruction by submarines. For 
the first months of this year the 
sinkings of ‘allied and neutral tonnage 
totaled 2,089,393 gross tons, — pro- 
duction was 2,113,591 gross ton 

Because of its effect on the * general 
shipping situation the British drive in 
Flanders is being Pegi with partic- 
ular interest by hipping Board 
officials. Valuable Prench coal fields 
are being wrested from the Germans 
and it was said today that if these can 
be worked, much of the tonnage now 
engaged in’ carrying coal from Wales to 
France can be diverted to other pur- 
poses.
